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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, anid such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock p.m. 


During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted. 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 


regulations as may be deemed necessary for. 


the security and preservation of. the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall

No books of reference or books of special 
cost and value may be removed from the seat 
of Government under any circumstances. 


At the first meeting of the Joint Library 
Committee at every Session of Parliament, 
the Librarian shall report a list of the books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, 
specifying the names of any persons who have 
retained the same in contravention of the 
foregoing Rules. 


In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the ‘attention of 
persons frequenting the Library, or making use 
of any books belonging thereto, is specially 
requested: 


1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books 
belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 

_of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments.

4, No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1944 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to submit their report 
on the Library for the year 1944. 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donatéd and purchased during 
1944 is in course of printing and will be distributed as soon as possible. 


The Library has lost five of its staff in the past year; three by death—Mr. 
H. D. Throop, Mr. H. C. Stock, and Mrs. A. Tremblay; two by retirement— 
Mr. J. G. Pigeon and Mr. R. M. Hamilton. Mr. Throop had been in the 
Library over thirty years, Mr. Stock twenty-seven years, and Mrs. Tremblay 
twenty-three years. Mr. Pigeon retired after forty-four years service. All 
these officials filled important positions and will be hard to replace, particularly 
at this time when trained librarians are hard to obtain. 


The need of increased space for the Library, which the Librarians have 
emphasized in their annual reports for many years, has become so acute that 
in parts of the’ Library books are being piled on the floor. When post-war 
projects are being considered the question of additional space for the Library of 
Parliament should not be forgotten. 


The lighting condition has become worse since our last report. Whole 
sections of the Library have been left in darkness for months, necessitating the 
use of electric torches by the Library staff. 


The supply of books from English publishers remains small, and in the 
past year publishers in the United States also have had to curtail the number 
of their publications. French publishers have advised us that they will begin 
shortly to export books again to this country.

Les bibliothécaires conjoints du Parlement ont l’honneur de vous présenter 
le rapport de la bibliothéque pour I|’année 1944. 


Le Supplément au Catalogue de la bibliothéque qui contient la liste des 
livres achetés et recus en don au cours de l’année est actuellement sous presse 
et sera distribué aussit6t que possible. 


L’an dernier, le personnel de la bibliothéque a perdu cing de ses membres; 
la mort en a fauché trois: M. H. D. Throop, M. H. C. Stock et Mme A. Tremblay; 
deux ont quitté J’institution: M. J. G. Pigeon et M. R. M. Hamilton. M. Throop 
avait été & l’emploi de la bibliothéque depuis plus de trente ans, M. Stock, 
pendant vingt-sept ans, et Mme Tremblay, vingt-trois ans. M. Pigeon a pris 
sa retraite aprés quarante-quatre ans de service. Tous ces employés occupaient 
des postes importants; les remplacer sera une dure tache surtout a cette époque 
ou il est difficile de s’assurer les services de bibliothécaires compétents. 


Depuis nombre d’années, les bibliothécaires, dans leurs rapports annuels, ont 
souligné la nécessité de pourvoir la bibliothéque de plus d’espace; cette néces- 
sité est devenue tellement impérieuse qu’il a fallu, en certains endroits, empiler 
les livres sur le parquet. Puisse ce probléme d’espace vital ne pas étre oublié 
dans l’étude des projets d’aprés-guerre! 

Depuis notre dernier rapport, le mauvais état de l’éclairage n’a fait qu’em- 
pirer. Des sections entiéres sont restées sans lumiére pendant des mois, d’ou 
nécessité pour le personnel de recourir & l’usage de torches électriques. 

Les éditeurs anglais continuent & nous fournir des livres en petite quantite. 
Les éditeurs américains ont di, l’an dernier, réduire le nombre de leurs publi- 
cations. Les éditeurs francais viennent de nous annoncer qu’ils reprendraient 
bientot leurs exportations au Canada.

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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy’ Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock p.m. 


During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week. Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1945 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The Joint Librarians submitted their report on the Library for the year 
1944 on March 19th last. The recess having been so short there is little to add 
to the account then given. 

The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased during 1944 
is being distributed to all Senators and Members. 

The library staff remains considerably under strength, although some of 
the vacant positions referred to in our last report have been filled. 

The Public Works Department has assured us that the heghting condition 
will be improved in the next few months. That Department has also under 
consideration a scheme whereby additional room for storage of books may be 
obtained by using the space under the pitched roof all around the library 
building. However, the present library building contains nearly twice as many 
books as it should, having regard to modern library shelving methods, and the 
Librarians again urge that the library be provided with additional space or that 
a new building be erected. |

A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
~ shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock p.m. 

During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection ; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians.

At the first meeting of the Joint Library 
Committee at every Session of Parliament, 
the Librarian shall report a list of the books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, 
specifying the names of any persons who have 
retained the same in contravention of the 
foregoing Rules. 

In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of 
persons frequenting the Library, or making 
use of any books belonging thereto, is 
specially requested : 

1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books 
belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 

3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 

4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1947. 


(3rd session, 20th Parliament) 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to report as follows 
for the year 1946: 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated, purchased, and obtained by 
Copyright during 1946 is in course of printing and will be distributed in a few 
weeks. 


The substantial amount of money which was cut from the book vote in 1942 
has been restored, but the cost of books and essential services has increased 
greatly during the last year. In spite of this, however, it is believed that most 
of the books necessary for the use and need of Members of Parliament have 
been added to the Library. 


At the recent session of the United Nations the Honourable Paul Martin, then 
Secretary of State, made arrangements with the Permanent Secretary, Mr. 
Trygve Lie, for all documents published by the organization, in both English 
and French, to be sent free to the Library of Parliament. We are grateful to 
both these gentlemen. 


On May 22, 1946, the Joint Committee of both Houses on the Library of 
Parliament held a meeting and made the following recommendations: 

“1. That the necessary steps should be taken to redecorate the interior 
of the Library, and to replace by hot water the steam heating system at 
present in use in the central part of the Library. 

“2. That in order to relieve the congestion in the Library, the Govern- 
ment consider the necessity of providing accommodation for the storage 
of all books and material which the Librarians consider superfluous to the 
present needs of the Library of Parliament. Such material could later 
on form the nucleus of a National Library, which your Committee felt 
should be located in Ottawa, and the need for which has so long been 
recognized. 

“3. That a program of microfilming bound newspapers be inaugurated 
by the purchasing of a microfilm reading machine and the acquisition of 
the already existing microfilm editions of a number of leading newspapers. 

“4. That the installation of the new system of lighting, commenced last 
year, be completed as soon as possible. 

“5. That a reclassification of the staff of the Library be made by the 
Civil Service Commission, and that there be added to the temporary staff 


one trained cataloguer and one expert library typist-filer, with a view to. 


proceeding with the partial recataloguing of books after the Library of 

Congress methods, and also, an apprentice to be trained by the present 

skilled bookbinders.” 

The Report of the Committee was adopted in the Senate May 30, and in 
the House of Commons June 19, 1946. 

The Public Works Department inform us that they will soon complete the 
installation of the new system of fluorescent lighting in the library, and the 
replacement by hot water of the old steam-heating system; and also that they 
will proceed with the redecoration of the interior of the library. 

The Librarians have made every effort, but without success, to obtain more 
space, not only to relieve the present congestion, but for the thousands of books 
which are .yearly added to the library. Office room is seriously and incon-

ment. Nos sincéres remerciements A ces messieurs. 

Lors de son assemblée tenue le 22 mai 1946, le Comité mixte de la biblio- 
théque du Parlement a fait les reeommandations suivantes: 

“1. Que les mesures nécessaires solent prises pour repeindre l’intérieur 
de la bibliothéque et pour remplacer par un systéme de chauffage a l’eau 
chaude le chauffage & vapeur actuellement installé dans la partie centrale de 
la bibliothéque. 

2. Que, pour atténuer l’encombrement dans la bibliothéque, le gouver- 
nement envisage la nécessité de faire entreposer ailleurs tous les volumes 
et documents que les bibliothécaires jugent actuellement inutiles aux besoins 
de la bibliothéque du Parlement.

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veniently restricted as all available space has been taken over for books, and 
the staff has been obliged to use desks in the main reference room of the library 
which should be reserved for Members of Parliament. 

Subscriptions have been entered for the microfilm editions of a dozen of the 
leading newspapers, and an order has been placed for a microfilm reading 
machine. By this means we hope to be able to save some space in the future. 

We have been fortunate in adding to our temporary staff a trained cataloguer 
and a trained typist-filer; and the work of recataloguing the books after Library 
of Congress methods is proceeding. The Civil Service Commission is also 
making some changes in the classification of the staff.

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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


_ A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 


the opening of each Session, the actual state | 


of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may recelve 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o'clock p.m. 


During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted. 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 

No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians.

2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 

3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 

4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

Report of the Librarians, 1947 


(4th Session, 20th Parliament) 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to report as follows 
for the year 1947: 

The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated, purchased, deposited 
under the Copyright Act, and obtained through inter-governmental. exchange 
of documents, during 1947, is in course of printing and will be distributed as 
soon as complete. | 

Implementing the recommendations of the Joint Committee of both Houses 
on the Library of Parliament made last year, the following steps have been 
taken: 

(1) Installation of the new heating and ventilating system is almost 
complete, and the redecoration of the interior of the library is now in 
progress. iG 

(2) During the recess of Parliament the shelving of about 50,000 books 
in the storage allotted to the Library of Parliament in the Supreme Court 
Building has been greatly improved. 

(3) A microfilm reader has been purchased and is now in operation. 
Microfilm editions of several newspapers are now being regularly received, 
resulting in a great saving in shelving space. 

(4 The new fluorescent lighting system has been completed, with 
obvious benefit. | 

(5) Staff. All vacancies on the permanent staff have now been filled 
by the Civil Service Commission; that of Registry Clerk (Librarian Grade 1) 
by Mr. Stewart Rogers, formerly of the Calgary Public Library; and that 
of Clerk Grade 3 by Mr. John H. Bennett. To meet the demands of 
Members for improved recording of government documents a new position 
of Documents Clerk (Librarian Grade 2) was created by the Commission, 
and has been filled by the appointment of Miss Olive Gouthreau, a fully 
qualified graduate librarian. 

The installation of a fire-extinguishing system in the library is now under 
way. 
During the month of November the Parliamentary Librarian attended the 
Second Session of the General Conference of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific, and Cultural Organization, in Mexico City, as one of the Canadian 
delegation.

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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock p.m. 


During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week. Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection ; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 

No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians.

by pencil or otherwise, in any. books 

' belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 

2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 

3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
‘carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 

4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

Report of the Librarians, 1948 
| (5th Session, 20th Parliament) 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons: 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to submit their Report 
for the year 1948. | 

The Joint Committee of both Houses on the Library of Parliament met on 
June 9, 1948, and made a number of recommendations in a report which was 
Tabled in both Houses and was adopted by the Senate on June 15, 1948, and 
by the House of Commons on June 23, 1948. These recommendations have been 
carried out, as follows: 


(1) Members of both the permanent and the temporary staff have 
received increases in salary, effective from October 1, 1947. 


(2) In order to expedite the work of recataloguing the library, another 
cataloguer and two more assistant-cataloguers’ have been added to the 
temporary staff. 


(3) Certain duplicate material, and surplus to the needs of the Library 
of Parliament, has been donated to the Canadian Council for Reconstruc- 
tion through UNESCO. 

The redecoration of the interior of the library was finished last Spring; and 
the installation of a new heating and ventilating plant, as well as a new fire- 
extinguishing system, have since been completed. 

A vacancy on the permanent staff created by the resignation of Mr. Real 
Gravel, Clerk Grade 3, has been filled by the Civil Service Commission with 
the appointment of Mr. Bertrand Poulin... 

The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated, purchased, deposited 
under the Copyright Act, and obtained through inter-governmental exchange of 
documents during 1948, is in course of printing and will be distributed as soon 
as complete. ) 

It may be of interest to know that during the course of the year 863 works 
(two copies of each) were received under the terms of the Copyright Act. 

The General Librarian, as a delegate of Canada, attended the Third Session 
of the General Conference of the United Nations Educational, Scientific, and 
Cultural Organization, in Beirut, from November 17 to December 11, 1948.

Les bibhothécaires conjoints ont l’honneur de vous soumettre le rapport 
de la bibhothéque pour l’année 1948. 

Le Comité mixte de la bibliotheque s’est réuni le 9 juin 1948, et a formulé 
un certain nombre de recommandations dans un rapport qui fut déposé devant 
les deux Chambres et adopté par le Sénat le 15 juin 1948, et par la Chambre 
des communes le 23 juin 1948.
